FOUNDATION 


& bo Royal and National Institution was founded in the year 1822 
through the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), 

eleventh Earl of Westmorland, and commenced its public work in 
1825 under the dire& patronage of his Majesty King George IV, whose 
interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual subscription of one 
hundred guineas. 


OBJECTS 


The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “ to pro- 
mote the cultivation of the science of music, and to afford facilities for 
attaining perfection in it by assisting with general instruction all persons 
desirous of acquiting a knowledge thereof,” and by a Supplementary 
Charter granted December 16th, 1910, the privileges of the Institution 
were extended so as “ to do all and all manner of aéts and things whatso- 
ever and wheresoever which shall be necessary for or conducive to the 
effecting or carrying out the objects of the Royal Academy of Music of 
which the Board of Directors thereof shall in their discretion consider 
necessary.” 


HISTORY | 
Eight years after its foundation, his Majesty King George IV futther 
evinced his interest in the School by granting it a Royal Charter on June 
23td, 1830. His successors, King William IV, Queen Vi&otia, King 
Edward VII, King George V and King Edward VIII were also Pattons 
of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary contribution to its funds. 
As Prince and Princess of Wales, their Majesties King Edward VII 
and Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distin@ion upon the 
Academy by graciously attending, in person, the Distribution of Prizes in 
the year 1897, and the present Sovereign, his Majesty King George VI, 
has indicated his interest in the Institution by heading the list of Royal 
Patrons. 
On the death of the President, H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious acceptance of

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the Presidency by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and Strathearn, K.G. 
In r942 H.R.H. the Duchess of Gloucester succeeded the Duke of 
Connaught. 


During the hundred and twenty-six years of its existence, the Aca- 
demy has laboured steadfastly to achieve the objects of its Founders. Its 
wotk in the cause of musical education has been carried on with the 
help of many eminent musicians and lovers of music under the direction 
of its Principals, Dr. William Crotch, 1825 ; Mr. Cipriani Potter, 1832 ; 
Mr. Charles Lucas, 1859; Sir William Sterndale Bennett, 1866; Sir 
George A. Macfarren, 1875 ; Sir Alexander Campbell Mackenzie, 1888 ; 
Sir John B. McEwen, 1924, and Sir Stanley Marchant, 1936. 


CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT 


The Academy is incorporated by Royal Charters, granted June 23rd, 
1830, December 16th, 1910, and January roth, 1928, and, as provided 
therein, is governed by a President, four Vice-Presidents, Board of 
Directors, Committee of Management, Chairman, and Hon. Treasurer, all 
of whom are elected from among the members of the body corporate. 
Апо under these are the Principal and the executive officials. 


Membership in the Corporation is unlimited, and all classes of Sub- 
scribing Members are eligible for ele&ion on the Directorate and the 
Committee of Management. : 


THE BUILDING 


During the period extending from March, 1825, to July, 1911, the 
work of the Academy was carried on in a house in Tenterden Street, 
Hanover Square, W. Other houses were added as the number of 
pupils increased, until six houses were absotbed and no further extension 
could be made. 


The need for mote commodious and more suitable premises having 
become urgent, the Governing Bodies secured a new site in the 
Marylebone Road, centrally situated and easily reached, being close to 
the termini of three main lines (viz. : G.W., L.N.E., and the L.M.S. 
Railways). It is within a few minutes walk of Baker Street and 
Regent's Park Tube Stations. Omnibuses and coaches $top opposite the 
main entrance. 
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The foundation &опе of the new building was laid by the late 
Lord Strathcona on July 14th, 1910. The work of the Academy was 
transferred to the new premises in time to begin the Session at 
Michaelmas, 1911, and the building was formally opened by H.R.H. 
Prince Arthur of Connaught on Saturday, June 22nd, 1912. 


THE CONCERT HALL 


The Concert Hall, forming the East Wing of the building, accom- 
modates a choir and orchestra of about 150 and an audience of over 600. 


It contains a three-manual Organ (by Norman €» Beard), the gift of 
Mts. Threlfall in memory of her husband, Mr. Thomas Threlfall 
(Chairman of the Committee of Management, 1888-1907). 


THE THEATRE AND LECTURE HALL 


A most important and useful addition to the resources and equipment 
of the Academy was formally opened by the President, H.R.H. The Duke 
of Connaught and Strathearn, on Tuesday, October 19th, 1926. On a 
site immediately adjoining the main Academy building an extension was 
ere&ed containing a theatre seating about 200, a le&ure hall seating about 
150, and classrooms. 


THE LIBRARY 


At the foundation of the Academy the Library was formed as a result 
of various gifts and bequests, the nucleus being the important collection, 
covering a wide range of printed works of all schools, bequeathed by 
R. J. S. Stevens, Gresham Professor of Music. 


Three years later H.M. King George IV made a handsome gift of the 
Arnold Edition and Score of Handel’s Works, a series of over forty bound 
volumes. The letter announcing the gift (which was later supplemented 
by the Chrysander Edition), is dated from Windsor, July 27th, 1825. 
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A valuable and extensive Library consisting of nearly 3,000 orchestral 
scotes and 2,000 complete sets of orchestral parts, besides books on musical 
subjects, was presented to the Academy by Sir Henry Wood in 1938 in 
otder to mark his Jubilee. 


Sit Henry expressed the wish that this Library should also be available 
to artists or other persons or body of persons interested in orchestral 
music as the Principal may approve. Any fees accruing from the hire of 
music are to be used to form the Sir Henry Wood Fund, the income from 
which is to be applied for the benefit of any necessitous students of the 
Academy for theit immediate personal needs but not for tuition.

A Joint Course for the training of Music Teachers has been instituted 
by the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal College of Music. It has 
been approved by the Ministry of Education, and for the purposes of the 
requirements of the Burnham Scale carries with it the status of Graduate 


(Pass Degree). 


The Course is of three years” duration, the Drët two years of which 
consist of the ordinary curriculum of the Academy. The third year is 
devoted to training for music teaching with a special curriculum. At the 
end of the Course, an examination is held for the diploma, Graduate of 
the Royal Schools of Music (London). Successful candidates have the 
exclusive right to use the letters “ G.R.S.M.(London)". For further 
patticulars see special brochure. 


TEACHERS' TRAINING COURSE (T.T.C.) 


Students of the R. A.M. who satisfy the Principal or Vice-Principal as to 
attainments may, during or after their fourth year at the Academy, take 
their Principal Study and the Training Course in lieu of the ordinary 
curriculum, for the same fees, vig., £21 os. od. pet term. Those who have 
passed the L.R. A.M. Examination in the subject which is their principal 
study may have this privilege during their third Academic Year, subje& to 
the approval of the Principal. 


See special syllabus which may be obtained from the Secretary of the 
R.A.M. 


All Students who have taken the full Course throughout one Academic 
Year may sit for an examination in the Teaching of Music (with special 
reference to their Principal Subje&). This Examination will be held at the 
end of the Midsummer Term. 


Students who pass this Examination will receive a Diploma signed 
by the Principal, certifying ability in Teaching, with special reference to 
their Principal Subje& (Pianoforte, Singing, etc.). This Diploma will not 
be issued to Students under the age of twenty-one. It will not entitle 
holders to use any letters after their names.

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Speech Training and Dramatic Art :—

The programmes are varied, every student being given 
an opportunity of solo performance or of taking part in scenes 
when considered competent to do so by the Professor. 


Any musical subje& or a language (French, German ot Italian) 
may be taken as an additional study at the appropriate fee. 


Students are expected to obtain an average of бо per cent. in 
all subjects before they can proceed to the following year’s course. 
Those failing to reach this average may, if the Principal feels that 
there is sufficient justification, be permitted to repeat their year’s 
work. In no case will a student be allowed to cover the work of 
any particular year more than twice. 


FEES 


The Entrance Fee is two guineas, one guinea of which must be 
sent with the Entry Form to the Secretary when application for admission 
is made. The balance, together with the Tuition Fees, is payable after 
the Student has been admitted by the Principal. 


The Tuition Fees are £21 os. od. per term. 


There are three terms in a year, which, with the Entrance Fee, makes 
a total of Sixty-two Guineas (£65 25. od.) for the first year. In subsequent 
yeats this fee is Sixty Guineas (£63 os. od.) per annum. Additional 
subjects may be taken according to the Schedule given below. 


Students who enter at the half-term pay half the tuition fees for that 
Term, but the full Entrance Fee of two guineas (£2 25. od.). 


All fees are payable in advance at the commencement of each term.* 


* Cheques to be made payable to “ The Royal Academy of Music” and crossed “ Westminster 
Bank Ltd., Harley Street Branch.” Scottish, Irish and Channel Islands’ cheques should be made out for 
an additional sixpence to cover bank charges. 
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ADDITIONAL SUBJECTS (OPTIONAL) 


Any of the Subjects taught in the Academy may be taken as an extra

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APPLICATION FOR ADMISSION 


ENTRY FORM 
Application for admission must be made on the official Entry Form 
provided. The completed form, together with the application fee of one 
guinea (half the entry fee) must be sent to the Secretary. 


ENTRANCE EXAMINATION 
This Examination is held to enable the Principal to assess the general 
fitness of the applicant for admission as a Student, and to ascertain the 
degtee of proficiency already attained. Candidates are required to perform 
pieces of their own choice in the Principal and Second Studies. "There 
is no written examination. 


The allocation of Students to Professors is at the discretion of the 
Principal. 


STUDENTSHIP 
Students are not admitted for a shorter period than one year, viz., 
three consecutive terms, and are required to take the full curriculum. 


Students ate admitted at the beginning of the Michaelmas tetm. 


Application on the official Entry Form should reach the Secretary 
not later than the Ist April (in the case of overseas students the entry 
form should be received by the 1st Januaty). 


Students who have completed three years (nine terms) may, with the 
special permission of the Principal, take a reduced curriculum with a 
cottesponding reduction in fees. 


Such applicants must have passed Division IV in their Principal Study. 
Students taking this reduced curriculum will not be eligible for platform 
appearances in the Academy except by special invitation, nor to compete 
for prizes. 


STUDIES 


Additional subje&s may be taken (either extra to the Principal Study 
or extra to or in lieu of Second Study). For fees see page 18. 


Any change in the Student's curriculum, whether of subje& or of 
Professor, must be approved by the Principal or Vice-Principal in writing. 
Students are not permitted to negotiate directly with Professors with 
reference to such changes. 
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The Academy is a tecognised School of the University of London, 
and Students ate prepared for the Musical Degrees of London and the 
other British Universities. 


ATTENDANCES 
While all care is taken to avoid unnecessary attendances on the 
part of Students, they are strongly advised to take full advantage of the 
opportunities which the Academy affords. In order to do this, they should 


be prepared to attend on three or four days in each week. 


If Students are unavoidably prevented from attending any lesson or 
class, they are required to give notice in advance dite& to the Professors 
concerned. In cases of illness other than of a minor charaéter, notice 
must be sent to the Secretary, together with a Medical Certificate. 


At least fourteen days’ notice of the removal of a Student is required. 
Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary, the fees for half a 
term ate payable. 


The Committee of. Management may tefuse the entry or re-entry of 
any Student. 


THE ACADEMIC YEAR 


The Academic Year is divided into three terms, Michaelmas, Lent and 
Midsummer, with intervening Vacations at Christmas and Easter. Dates 
are given in a separate leaflet. 


“ REVIEW” WEEKS 


One whole week towards the end of each of the Michaelmas and Lent 
Terms is set aside for special le&ures on subje&s of general artistic and 
scientific interest, as well as on musical subjects, with the obje& of broaden- 
ing the outlook of Students. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


I.—All orders for the government and regulation of the Academy shall 
be issued by the Committee of Management. 


II.—Students shall be admitted at the beginning of each Michaelmas 
Term.

III.—Students shall be required, on entering the Academy, to sign an 
Agreement binding themselves to keep all the rules of the Academy, 
to obey those in authority over them, strictly to carry out the 
course of study appointed by the authorities of the Academy, and 
to attend for that purpose during at least three consecutive terms. 
The Father or Guardian of a student will be required to sign a 
minute of approval, appended to the Agreement, binding him to 
pay fees for the said three terms. 


IV.—No student is permitted to study, outside the Academy, any subject 
which he or she may be studying in the Academy. 


V.—Students ate expected to attend at least 75 per cent. of their lessons 
and classes in each term. 


Students failing to record this proportion of attendances in each and all of their 
lessons, classes and lectures will not be eligible to enter for the Annual Examinations. 


VI.—Students absent through illness must immediately send written 
notification to the Secretary, with a medical certificate. 


VIL—Students аге required to attend all rehearsals and performances 
as called upon by the Principal, unless they have special permission 
to be absent. 


VIII.—The Principal may veto the acceptance of a public performance 
or recital by a Student should he consider it contrary to the 
interests of the student or the Academy. 


IX.—Classes and lessons officially approved may not be altered without 
permission from the Principal or Vice-Principal. 


X.—All Fees shall be paid in advance, and at least fourteen days’ 
notice of the withdrawal of a student shall be given. Failing 
the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary the Fees for half 
a term shall be payable. 


XI.—Any infringement of the Regulations, or any discreditable conduct, 
shall subje& the student, at the discretion of the Committee, to 
suspension or dismissal from the Academy. 

The above General Regulations are made by the Committee 
of Management acing under the Charter granted by King 
George IV.

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CONCERTS AND RECITALS 


Students derive much benefit and stimulus from mingling in the 
corporate life of the Academy and taking advantage of the unique оррог- 
tunities offered to Academy Students in addition to the lessons and classes 
of their courses. 


Evidence of progress made by Students is given at the Concerts held 
during term at the Academy. 


ORCHESTRAS 


Students are admitted to these after passing the appropriate audition. 


ENSEMBLE CLASSES 


There are several classes of varying standards enabling students to 
obtain practice in Ensemble playing of all kinds. The following special

OPERA CLASS 


The Opera Class exists for the more extensive training of singing 
Students who are considered ready for it. 
Operas are rehearsed in preparation for performances on lines similar 


to those prevailing in professional opera companies. 
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The operas selected for Study are invariably those which will not strain 
young voices. 


Performances are given with either two or three different casts. 


In addition to the opportunity of performing opera and increasing 
their repertoire, students are given tuition in the interpretation of operatic 
music and in stage movement. The more advanced students ate also 
given opportunities of acquiring experience in stage-managing. 


Students who have covered this thorough groundwork will be well 
prepared for the rigorous training required for the more exacting types of 
opera. 


DRAMA PERFORMANCES 


Plays, both classical and modern, are performed periodically in the 
Theatre. Advanced Students have opportunities of acing as producers 
and stage-managers at public performances. 


SCHOLARSHIPS AND PRIZES 


There ate nearly 200 Scholarships, Exhibitions and Prizes in active 
operation at present, and the corpus of each fund (with few exceptions) 
is registered with the Official Trustee of Charitable Funds. 


А separate Scholarships Prospe&us is published and may be had on 
application to the Secretary. 


All Academy events are published in the Calendar or by notice in the 
Hall. The Committee do not bind themselves to give any further or other 
notice to Students who may wish to compete for any of the Scholarships or 
Prizes. Students desirous of entering for such must sign their names in a 
book kept for that purpose in the office. Entries cannot be received after 
the dates announced in the Calendar or elsewhere. 


Students competing for any Prize or Scholarship must attend the 
Academy at the time appointed for such Competition and remain in the 
Building until the completion of the competition. Failure to observe this 
rule will entail disqualification. 


An abridged summaty of information with regard to Scholarships 
and Exhibitions is given here for convenience :— 
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Institution of Scholarships and Prizes 


Scholarships ate founded by the Academy, Public Corporations, or 
by ptivate individuals, under conditions approved by the Committee of 
Management of the Academy. 


The tenure of Scholarships varies. They are awarded subje& to the 
acceptance by the Candidate of the General Regulations of the Academy 
and of the curriculum arranged by the Principal. 


No Student may hold more than one Academy Scholarship or Exhibi- 
tion at the same time. Scholars and Exhibitioners are subje& to periodic 
examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress be not given, the 
Committee of Management may declare the Scholarship vacant and hold 
a new election for the residue of the tetm. 


Before enteting the Academy each Scholar or Exhibitioner is required 
to sign an Agreement binding him ot het to obey the rules of the Academy 
and to remain for the entire term of the Scholarship except when prevented 
by illness or some other exceptional or unavoidable cause. 


DISTINCTIONS AND DIPLOMAS 


The Distincions and Diplomas granted by the Royal Academy of 
Music are as follows :— 


(а) “ Fellow or THE RoYAL AcaApEMY or Music” (F.R.A.M.). 


This Distinction is limited to one hundred and fifty “Fellows.” Pas 
Students who have distinguished themselves in any of the subjects which 
form part of the Course of Study at the Academy, or who have rendered 
distinguished service to the Institution, may, on recommendation of the 
Committee of Management and the written Certificate of the Principal 
Music Professor, be elected by the Directors “Fellows of the Royal Academy 
of Music." 


(6) rr Honorary Fellow or THE RoYAL ACADEMY or Music ” 
(Hon. F.R.A.M.). 


Honorary Fellows are friends of the Royal Academy of Music who have 
tendered signal service to the Institution and who are not professional 
musicians. 
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(ce) “Honorary Member or THE RoYAL ACADEMY oF Music" 
(Hon. RAM): 


Honorary Members ate distinguished musicians of any country elected 


by the Committee of Management in virtue of the power expressly 
conferred upon them by the Charter. 


(d) “ Associate or THE ROYAL ACADEMY or Music" (A.R.A.M.). 


This Diploma is only conferred on past Students of the Academy who 
shall have distinguished themselves and whom the Committee of Manage- 
ment shall recommend to the Dire&ors for such Distinction. 


(e) “Licentiate or THE RoYAL AcADEMy or Music" (L.R.A.M.). 


This Diploma is granted, after examination in various subjects both 
as Teachers and Performers (see special Syllabus for details), to Candi- 
dates who may or may not have been Students of the Academy. 


G.R.S.M. 


The Diploma of G.R.S.M. (London) is issued jointly with the Royal 
College of Music. 


R.A.M. CLUB 
The R.A.M. Club was founded in 1889, with the object of promoting 


friendly intercourse between those who are, ot have been, connected with 
the Royal Academy of Music. Meetings— social and musical—are held 
periodically, and the R. A.M. Magazine, published each term, is sent to all 
members.
